A SERIOUSLY ill councillor who 
won her fight to stay alive stunned 
colleagues when she was re-elected 
while still in her hospital bed. 

Doctors battled for days to save 
Luton Labour Cllr Sheila Roden after 
she collapsed in the A&E depart¬ 
ment at Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital in severe pain. 

She woke up in the LD’s Critical 
Care Unit two weeks later having 
undergone a successful operation 
on a life-threatening duodenal ulcer 
but, astonishingly, still received 
1,399 votes - more than any other 
Leagrave ward candidate in Luton 
Borough Council elections on May 5 
- despite having spent eight weeks in 
hospital. 

It completed a staggering come¬ 
back for Cllr Roden, who on 
Thursday returned to her 
Duncombe Close home where she 
fell ill in early March, and is now 
almost fully recovered. 

She told Luton on Sunday : “I’m 
lucky to be here. It’s only the skill of 
the doctors in the hospital that kept 
me alive. 

“We’d just got back from India and 
I thought it was Delhi belly, but after 


a couple of days I couldn’t bear it. I 
made it to the phone at home and 
was taken to the L&D by ambulance 
but collapsed. 

“I don’t know if I was delirious. I 
don’t remember much for a fort¬ 
night. I woke up and was confused.” 

Cllr Roden’s ulcer had caused com¬ 
plications in that the wall of her duo¬ 
denum, which leads from the stom¬ 
ach, had been perforated, causing 
her extreme pain and endangering 
her life. 

She added: “I woke up in the unit 
and my husband, Alan, was there. It 
took a few weeks for what had hap¬ 
pened to sink in. It was a bit of a sur¬ 
prise to know I’d been struck down 
by something that was so major. 

“I must say the care from the doc¬ 
tors at the L&D was absolutely excel¬ 
lent.” 

Cllr Roden, who has served 
Leagrave since 1995, was watching 
TV coverage of the elections on the 
night but fell asleep in her hospital 
bed. She was told the following 
morning she had held her ward seat, 
and that her party had wiped the 
floor with the opposition at Luton 
Town Hall. 

She said: “Other people had leaflet- 
ed for me while I was in hospital. I 
want to say thank you to everyone 
but most of all of course to the peo¬ 
ple who voted for me.” 



Man who caused 
airport chemical 
alert avoids prison 


A POLISH car cleaner 
who decided to take a 
chemical he used on car 
wheels back home to 
Gdansk caused a major 
security alert at an air¬ 
port when it began to 
leak from his holdall in 
the baggage area. 

Two handlers became 
overcome by the fumes, 
the fire brigade evacu¬ 
ated the area and no 
bags could be checked 
in for four hours at 
London Luton airport 
on luly 23 last year, 
causing flight tailbacks. 

Airlines had to pay 
compensation to frus¬ 
trated travellers. 

But a Professor of 
Chemistry said that if 
the substance - concen¬ 
trated liquid hydro¬ 
chloric acid - had 
leaked in the aircraft 
hold it would not have 
burnt through the 
structure of the plane. 

Dariusz Tkaczyk, 21, 
pleaded guilty at Luton 
Crown Court to reck¬ 
lessly acting in a man¬ 


ner likely to endanger 
an aircraft. On Friday 
he was spared an imme¬ 
diate prison sentence. 

fudge feffrey Burke 
QC told him: “Because 
of your enormous 
remorse and distress I 
do not intend to send 
you to prison. 

“You seem to have 
acted at a great height 
of stupidity and naivety, 
but this was reckless 
and not deliberate. 
However thousands of 
people were inconve¬ 
nienced and the cost is 
incalculable. 

“It is said it would 
have been unlikely to 
cause damage to the 
structure of the aircraft 
but if it leaked and 
smoke and fumes 
escaped, the effect 
might have been very 
significant.” 

Tkaczyk, from Slough, 
was given a six month 
sentence suspended for 
18 months with 200 
hours unpaid work and 
£1,000 costs.

Jobcentre closure 
bombshell sparks 
union action vote

MORE than 100 JobCentre 
staff have been told their 
branch will be closed down 
in a massive blow to Luton’s 
unemployed. 

The benefit-processing 
building in Guildford Street 
will be shut down within the 
next 12 months as part of 


national cuts. The centre’s 
116 workers have been 
assured they will be offered 
roles elsewhere, but that will 
be of no comfort to the town’s 
5,335 jobless who will now 
find it even harder to find 
employment. 

The Public and Commercial 
Services (PCS) union said it 
was a ‘deeply flawed and dan¬ 
gerous’ decision and next 


week is holding its annual 
conference. The union is set 
to hold a ballot for nationwide 
industrial action by civil ser¬ 
vants against the closures and 
other spending cuts. 

PCS general secretary Mark 
Serwotka said: “Instead of 
cutting jobs, the Government 
should be investing in public 
services like these to help get 
people back to work more 
quickly and help our econo¬ 
my to get back on track." 

A Department for Works and 
Pensions spokesman said: 
“We can’t afford to carry on 
paying for buildings which 
aren’t fully used. 

“Front-line Jobcentre Plus 
services aren’t impacted by 
this and we’ve made sure all 
staff affected have the option 
of moving elsewhere in the 
organisation. In tough finan¬ 
cial times we have to operate 
as efficiently as possible.”

A TWELVE-YEAR-OLD boy has 
been charged with three 
counts of attempted robbery 
and two counts of theft. 

The boy, who cannot be

Hill. He was also arrested on 
suspicion of two thefts from 
the Co-operative Store in 
Farley Hill on April 2 and 20. 

He will now appear before 
Luton’s Juvenile Court on 
Tuesday. 


Central Beds’ new 
Tory leader ‘up for 
challenge ahead’ 


THE new leader of the 
Conservative party at 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council is ‘up for the 
challenge’ faced over 
the next four years. 

Cllr James Jamieson, 
48, was chosen by his 
party members last 
Saturday to take over 
from Cllr Tricia Turner, 
but has to wait until 
Thursday to be officially 
elected as leader of the 
Tory-run council. 

Cllr Maurice Jones is 
the Conservatives’ 
deputy leader on 
Central Beds, replacing 
Cllr Richard Stay. 

In an exclusive 
interview with Luton on 
Sunday, Cllr Jamieson 
(pictured), who 
represents Westoning, 
Flitton and Greenfield 
ward, said: “The group 
put their trust in me to 
do what needs to be 
done. I would say I am 
thoroughly relishing the 
task but no one likes to 
make difficult choices 
especially given the 
budgetary position the 
country finds itself in. 

“We are going to have 
to try and maintain 
services for residents. 
We can’t keep them 
exactly as they are but 
maintaining services 
through driving 
efficiencies, which is a 
big task, but I am up for 
the challenge. I think we 



should be a lot more 
open and listen more. I 
think we have been 
listening but it is the 
role of the councillors 
to do so and it is very 
important they 
represent their 
residents. I am very 
keen on the councillor 
as a representative. 

“I have also got to

Appeal sees Blue Lagoon 
killer’s sentence reduced

ONE of the convicted killers of Michael 
Gilbert - whose headless body was 
found in the Blue Lagoon - has had his 
sentenced reduced by a third by top 
judges. 

Richard Watt, of Chertsey Close, Luton, 
who testified against his family during 
the trial at Luton Crown Court last April, 
had his six-year sentence for familial 
homicide reduced to four years on 
Friday. 

It was heard last year how the family 
kept Michael, 26, as a slave and made 
him sleep on the floor handcuffed to a 
bed in Marlborough Road, Luton, to pre¬ 
vent him escaping. Twice he got away but 
was tracked down by the family and 
brought back. 

By the end of 2008 people were doing 
press-ups on a piece of wood across his 
mouth, and jumping on his stomach. 

One of those who jumped on him was 
Nichola Roberts who weighed 21 stone at 
the time. After that Michael’s health dete¬ 
riorated, but no one sought help for him, 
even though he was losing control of his 
bowels and in pain. 

He died at the house on January 21, 
2009, his body was dismembered and his 
head was cut off. The parts were put in 
two plastic sacks, weighted down, and 
driven to the Blue Lagoon, Arlesey. 

One bag was found in May 2009, but the 
head was not recovered until last 
February after Richard Watt confessed to 
police. 

Following a trial James Watt, 28, also of 
Chertsey Close, his girlfriend, Natasha 


Oldfield, 30, of Leighton Buzzard, and 
Richard’s girlfriend Roberts, 23, of Downs 
Road, Luton, were jailed for life for 
murder. 

Watt was handed a minimum term of 
36 years, Oldfield a minimum of 18 years 
and Roberts a minimum of 15 years. 

Lord Justice Richards, Mr Justice 
Beatson and Judge William Davis QC, sit¬ 
ting at London’s Criminal Appeal Court, 
rejected the sentence appeal of James 
Watt and the conviction appeals of the 
women. 

Reducing 26-year-old Richard Watt’s 
sentence, Lord Justice Richards said: “His 
assistance meant the remaining body 
parts were found and he gave evidence 
against members of his immediate fami¬ 
ly and his girlfriend in extremely difficult 
circumstances.” 


After last year’s trial, younger brother 
Robert Watt was given four-and-a-half 
years in a youth offenders’ institute for 
familial homicide, three-and-a-half years 
for conspiracy to pervert the course of 
justice together with a further 18 months 
for another count conspiracy to pervert 
the course of justice. 

Their mother, Jennifer Smith-Dennis, 
was jailed for six-and-a-half years for 
familial homicide, three-and-a-half years 
for conspiracy to pervert the course of 
justice together with a further 18 months 
for another count of conspiracy to per¬ 
vert the court of justice. 

Smith-Dennis’ partner, Antonio Watt, 
70, was cleared of the only charge he 
faced - conspiracy to pervert the course 
of justice by misleading police about the 
last time they had seen Michael alive.

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Pigeon poop forces three-night road closure 


POOING pigeons forced a road closure 
this week so netting could be put up to 
stop them nesting under a bridge. 

A stretch of road underneath Sundon 
Arch, Luton, was shut from Sundon 
Park Road to Toddington Road 
overnight between Monday and 
Wednesday. 

Pigeon droppings can cause a health 
problem if parasites grow in them 
and can also corrode paint if left on 
cars. 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: “The 
Temporary Road Closure Order was 
issued to allow anti-pigeon netting to 
be placed on the underside of the 


bridge to stop pigeons nesting in the 
rafters. 

“Council Health and Safety officers 
enforced Network Rail to act within 28 
days owing to the health and safety 
issues in connection with pigeon drop¬ 
pings etc building up and falling onto 
pedestrians and vehicles below.” 

Russell Spink, spokesman for 
Network Rail, said: “We booked in to 
close the road for four nights this 
week but the work was actually fin¬ 
ished on Wednesday. We cleared up the 
bridge and got rid of anything nasty 
underneath before the netting went 
up.” 



Council late show in reply to 
nearly half of FOI requests

ALMOST half of all Freedom of 
Information requests made of Luton 
Borough Council were responded to 
late last year. 

The Town Hall took more than seven 
months to reply to one particular request 
in 2009 before giving an answer - way 
longer than the statutory 20 working 
days response time. 

Luton on Sunday uncovered the star¬ 
tling statistics - ironically via a late 
response to an FOI request - after experi¬ 
encing delays to a reply concerning a 
separate unrelated question under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

We asked the council: ‘Between January 
1,2005, and February 16,2011, how many 
requests were not answered by the coun¬ 
cil within the standard 20 working days?’ 

LoS also asked: ‘What was the longest 
period of time which the council took to 
respond for a request? When was this 
request made?’ 


Part of the council’s response was a 
month late and, even then, not all of the 
requested information was disclosed. 

The response was that, in 2010, 272 of 
the 589 FOI requests - 46.18 per cent - 
were not responded to within 20 days. 
The previous year, the Town Hall took 
162 working days to answer to one ques¬ 
tion, while in 2008, the longest response 
time was 128 days. 

Of the 1,904 requests made between 
2005 and 2010, the council said it could 
not disclose information relating to FOI 
requests dealt with between 2005 and 
2009 because of time constraints. 

The council’s corporate information 
officer also said she could not say how 
many requests for information had been 
refused as it would require ‘dispropor¬ 
tionate effort as this is not recorded on 
the log, so we would have to interrogate 
every entry’. 

She added it was ‘impossible to quant¬ 
ify’ how much money it will cost taxpay¬ 
ers to investigate requests. 

The council does not have an FOI 
department, nor does it have anyone 
with a role 100 per cent dedicated to 


dealing with requests. Many public 
authorities have an online disclosure log 
where all FOI requests and their respons¬ 
es are published for public viewing. 

But Luton Borough Council does not 
'mainly because of technical issues 
such as the ability of our website to sup¬ 
port it’. 

A council spokesman said: “As the fig¬ 
ures demonstrate there has been a 
tremendous increase in the number of 
FOI requests submitted to the council 
since the legislation was introduced. 

“In most cases where a response has 
been late the requester has been kept 
informed, and may also have agreed an 
extension where, for example, the infor¬ 
mation was not going to be available, or 
not in the required format, until some 
time after the due date.” 

In March the council was criticised for 
revealing Luton Town had not paid any 
rent for the use of Kenilworth Road since 
buying the stadium from the club 22 
years ago, only after being advised to by 
watchdog the Information Commission 
following a complaint by LoS that it was 
in the public interest.

AN IMPORTANT plan to 
build thousands of new 
homes which took 
years to put together 
could be branded 
unsound - and even 
axed. 

A Government plan¬ 
ning inspector has 
called a meeting for 
Wednesday to explore 
his ‘significant concerns’ 
over detailed develop¬ 
ment proposals for 
Luton and south 
Bedfordshire. 

The Core Strategy, 
which was published for 


public comment bet¬ 
ween November 2010 
and January 2011, sets 
out plans for housing, 
employment, roads, 
community facilities 
and schools for Luton 
and south Bedfordshire 
for the next 15 years. 

A public inquiry into 
the Strategy is due to 
start in June or July but, 
according to inspector 
David Vickery, who at 
this stage has not said 
the plan is unsound, 
part of the aim of this 
week’s ‘exploratory meet¬ 
ing’ is ‘to avoid the 
wasted time, effort and 
expense of all parties in 
continuing with the 
public examination as 


planned if it is likely that 
the Core Strategy would 
subsequently be found 
unsound’. 

Possible outcomes 
from the meeting are: 

■ The inquiry is tem¬ 
porarily suspended to 
enable further work on 
the Strategy. 

■ The concerns are 
resolved now and the 
inquiry continues. 

■ The concerns are 
not resolved but the 
inquiry continues. 

■ It is decided to with¬ 
draw the Strategy. 

In a joint statement, 
Luton Borough and 
Central Bedfordshire 
councils said: ‘This is 
prior to formal com¬ 


mencement of the pub¬ 
lic hearing to be held 
later this year. Those 
issues will be carefully 
considered by ourselves 
and our partners and we 
will be helping the 
inspector to come to an 
appropriate view. 

‘This is part of the nor¬ 
mal process that we 
must engage with to 
ensure that an effective 
and pragmatic core 
strategy is prepared for 
the area.’ 

The exploratory meet¬ 
ing is being held in pub¬ 
lic and will take place at 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council offices, in High 
Street North, Dunstable, 
at 2pm.

Community Service Volunteers 
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Cops arrest trio after 
high-speed car chase

THREE men were arrested 
when they tried to abandon a 
car suspected of being stolen 
after a high-speed police chase 
in Luton town centre on 
Monday.

“I couldn’t see what they 
looked like as it was all so fast.

The three men were ques¬ 
tioned at Luton Police Station 
and have all been bailed pend¬ 
ing further inquiries. 


Money-lender threatened 
to 'send the boys round’ 


A LOAN shark has admitted 
running an illegal money 
lending business from his 
home. 

Gary King, 28, was arrested in 
June 2010, when the England 
Illegal Money Lending Team 
executed warrants at his home 
in Arrow Close, Luton. 

The group, who worked in 
partnership with Luton Borough 
Council, were contacted after a 
complaint was made, alleging 
King was operating an 
unlicensed money lending 
business. 

Notebooks found at his home 
outlined several names and 
amounts, with some victims 
owing almost £15,000. 

King would buy various items 
online and from catalogues 
which he would sell to his 
victims. 

They would pay for these in 


instalments, often with interest 
on top. 

King sent threatening text 
messages such as ‘I’ll send the 
boys round’ when people were 
unable to pay. 

One victim described how he 
was made to pay back two and 
a half times the following week, 
when a payment was missed. 

King, who pleaded guilty to 
illegal money lending at Luton 
Crown Court last Tuesday and 
will be sentenced on June 16, 
did not give paperwork to his 
customers so borrowers were 
in the dark as to how much 
they still owed. 

Sarah Hall, Luton Borough 
Council's Trading Standards 
service manager, said: “We are 
determined to see loan sharks 
brought to justice and pleased 
to be working with this 
specialist team.”

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Becoming an ‘older father 
has its fair share of issues 


I T has been reported this 
week that Des O'Connor, 
who is approaching 80 , 
would like to father another 
child. 

He has five children, includ¬ 
ing a six-year-old and does 
not feel he is too old for 
another. 

I am not too sure his new 
child, should he have one, will 
agree. Don’t get me wrong, I 
am an old dad myself and sup¬ 
port the notion that people 
should not give up producing 
off-spring once they reach a 
certain age. But it does come 
with problems. 

When our youngest was born, 
she had to go to neo-natal at 
Bedford Hospital, as her moth¬ 
er, the present Mrs Lowe, was 
gestationally diabetic. 

Anything for attention. 

I went to visit the baby, only 
to be told by a nurse it was 
parents only, grandparents 
were not allowed. 

I occasionally suffer similar 
mistakes of lineage, which 
slightly embarrass the now 
eight-year-old, especially when 
dropping off at school. It is 
small beer but shows that soci¬ 


ety is still not quite ready or 
conditioned to men in their 
fifties and beyond having 
children. 

The first six months were 
hell, and I became one of 
Radio 2’s biggest fans in the 
early hours. Time passes quick¬ 
ly though and the memory of it 
soon fades, with the new joy of 
potty training. 

There is the added difficulty 
that your own parents are less 
likely to be of help, due to their 
age, or simply no longer being 
around. There must come a 
point when the pleasure of 
more children is tempered by 
the fact that you may not see 
them grow up, or may not want 
to endure those teenage years 
of your children while in your 
dotage. 

Celebrities such as Des will 
obviously have support but I 
still feel there should be a cut¬ 
off point - just not entirely sure 
when it is. 

While talking of babies, I am 
not happy at this idea of giving 
men equality that we quite 
frankly don’t want. For years 
women have had to get at men 
to give them equality but 


women are now paying us the 
same courtesy. 

What is this we’re pregnant 
business? I can assure you that 
at no point in the present Mrs 
Lowe’s confinement were ‘we’ 
pregnant - nor did I want to 
be. I wonder if ‘we’ go into 
labour?

Judge gives chance 
to conman addict

A DRUG addict who conned a 
pensioner out of £50 has been 
given a second chance by a court. 

Iftikhar Ahmed, of Beale Street, 
Dunstable, was originally given a 
suspended sentence when he was 
convicted of fraud on March 15 
last year. 

But he breached that chance 
when he was caught in possession 
of heroin two months later on 
May 12, said prosecutor David 
Stanton at Luton Crown Court on 
Wednesday. 

However ludge Barbara Mensah 
said she was impressed with the 
efforts Ahmed, 36, had made to 
turn his back on drugs and said 
she would not jail him. 

Instead, Ahmed was given a 
one-year community order with a 


six-months drug rehabilitation 
requirement. 

But she warned him that any 
further breach would lead to a 
sentence of more than a year. 

Ahmed pleaded guilty to the 
possession of heroin charge. 

Mr Stanton said the heroin was 
for his own use and had been 
found in some jeans at his home 
following an arrest for a suspected 
offence. 

The prosecutor said that Ahmed 
had been convicted in his 
absence by magistrates of obtain¬ 
ing money by false representa¬ 
tion. 

That offence involved him 
knocking at the door of a 
Houghton Regis pensioner and 
pretending he was living opposite 
him and had locked his house 
keys in his car. 

He asked the victim for a lift into 
Dunstable where he could pick up 


some more keys, and the man 
agreed to drive him there. 

He then asked to borrow some 
money, and was given £50 on the 
understanding he would pay it 
back later that day. 

Mr Stanton said: “The victim 
thought he had nothing to worry 
about because he believed 
Ahmed lived just across the street. 
But when he knocked at the 
house later the occupants had 
never heard of the defendant.” 

Ahmed was arrested for that 
offence but denied it, despite 
being identified by the victim. 

ludge Mensah said she had seen 
evidence that he had been giving 
negative drug tests. She said: “I 
am giving you a chance because 
you have shown you can remain 
free of drugs. 

“If you are able to rid yourself of 
that habit it is possible the courts 
may not see you again.” 


Court date set in cash machine attempted theft case 


A TWENTY-TWO-YEAR-OLD 
man has been charged with the 
attempted theft of money from 
an ATM and the theft of cash 
and a mobile phone. 

James Monks, Grantham Road, 
Luton, was charged with the 
offences in High Town Road, 


Luton on March 20. He will 
appear at Luton Magistrates' 
Court on Friday. 

Meanwhile, in a separate case, 
a 14-year-old has been charged 
with the attempted theft of a 
mobile phone. 

The boy, who cannot be named 


for legal reasons, was arrested 
by officers from the Luton- 
based Robbery Squad in 
connection with an incident on 
March 9 in Guildford Street, 
Luton. 

He will appear before Luton’s 
Juvenile Court on Tuesday.

Rhino sedation all in 


IMAGINE the scene - a vet and 
two nurses delicately and silently 
working their way around an 1.8 
tonne rhino with two pink fluffy 
darts in its neck and an old bit of 
curtain covering its eyes. 

Not what you would normally 
expect to be witnessing on a cold 
Wednesday morning, but for the 
veterinary team at Whipsnade 
Zoo this was just part of a rou¬ 
tine procedure to prepare four- 
year-old Asha (below) to be 
moved to Chester Zoo. 

The sedation of Asha was done 
in a unique way, leaving her 
standing up, which makes it 
safer for her to be treated. 
Because of her size, if she was to 
lie down, as is customary in 
sedations of 
smaller

animals, there is a risk that she 
could not get enough air to her 
lungs. 

Vet Tim Bouts, who has worked 
at the zoo for five years, had 
sedated Asha in order to insert a 
micro-chip behind her ear and 
take some blood samples, but 
the young female had been par¬ 
ticularly nervous and it took two 
shots, and a half-hour 
wait, to eventually 
sedate her. 

^ There are six 

Greater Asian One- 
horned rhino, -endan- 
* gered in the wild and can 
weigh up to two tonnes - 
currently at Whipsnade. 

There is one adult 
male (Hugo), two 
adult females 
(Beluki and 
Behin) and 
Asha who is a 
young female. 

There are 
also two 
calves, Ajan 
and Karamat 
(male and 
female, respec¬ 


tively). There are less than 450 
rhinos left in their native Nepal. 

Mr Bouts explained his proud¬ 
est moment was when baby 
Karamat was born last 
November. He said: “It was quite 
a hard labour for her mother and 
we try not to intervene but we 
felt we had to in this case. When 
we got to her she was nearly in a 
coma and wasn’t moving any 
more. She was very cold. 

“We nursed her back to full 
health over three to four days. We 
had to give her plasma, which we 
had stored from our other rhinos 
which we keep in case some¬ 
thing goes wrong, as that con¬ 
tains good antibodies. 

“We made special rhino mix 
and the nearby farms gave us 
colostrum [milk produced in late 
pregnancy] from their cows. We 
thought we were going to lose 
her but we put her back with 
mum and she eventually latched 
on and started feeding from her. 

“From then on in she didn’t 
want to know us. That was one of 
my best moments. I’m a big 
softy.”

browsers and eat grasses, leaves 
and bark and have a specially 
developed hooked prehensile lip. 
They live in riverine grassland 
areas and spend a lot of time in 
water and mud wallows. 

Karamat was the fourth Asian 
rhino to be born at the zoo in 
recent years. Because of this, 
experts including Mr Bouts are 
working in Nepal to help con¬ 
serve the population. 

Nepal’s rhino population has 
been subjected to intensive 
poaching over the past decade as 
the country was gripped by civil 
war. 

Whipsnade was Europe’s first 
open zoo and was the vision of 
Sir Peter Chalmers Mitchell, 
Secretary of the Zoological 
Society of London, who first 
came up with the idea of creating 
a park for animals with natural 
surroundings and plenty of space 
to live. 

When it first opened its doors 
there were just eight animals - 
two Amherst pheasants, a golden 
pheasant and five red jungle 
fowl. Others soon followed 
including muntjac, llama, 
wombats and skunks. 

Mr Bouts and the two nurses, 
Karla Berry and Jo Dodds, are at 
the site five days a week to make 
sure all the animals are in top 


shape. He said the toughest ani¬ 
mal to deal with are the chim¬ 
panzees, adding: “They are very 
dangerous because they are 
aggressive and clever. 


“They are known to fake anaes¬ 
thesia and I’ve been in there 
when they’ve done that and it’s 
not nice. They know I am the 
nasty one with the needles.”

League. 

The two sides eased into the showpiece on 
Saturday (3pm) at the City of Manchester 
Stadium with the Hatters beating Wrexham 5-1 
on aggregate and the Dons thumping 
Fleetwood Town 8-1 over two legs. 

Though the two clubs can feel equally hard 
done by over their current status as non-league 
outfits. Town were docked 30 points three 
years ago which saw them drop through the 
Football League trap door while Wimbledon 
had to form a new club and start from scratch 


after the original Wombles were moved 
to Milton Keynes and became the MK 
Dons. 

The days of the two clubs plying their 
trade in the old First Division and producing 
giant-killing cup victories at Wembley live 
long in many fans’ memories and even Town 
boss Brabin’s - whose association with the 
club only began last season, initially as chief 
scout. 

“It is unbelievable that these two clubs are in 
this league,” he said. 

For one club there will be heartbreak come 
Saturday evening and they will rejoin the 
ranks of former Football League clubs in the 
fifth tier of the English game, but Brabin 
(pictured) believes that the division should be 


reclassified to become part of the Football 
League. 

“I think it’s a strong, competitive league 
and I think everyone has to be educated 
about that. It should be called the Third 
Division,” he said. “Clubs come into this 
league and everyone of them thinks they’ve 
got a divine right to get promoted but it’s not 
as easy as that because there are some big 
clubs in it. 

“There are some football teams who try to 
play football the right way and people need 
to see what a competitive league it is. 

“If you look at the crowds in the division 
above and even the one above that, they’re 
not matching the crowds that we’ve been 
getting so that shows you something.”

COME ON YOU HATTERS - ALEX LAWLESS 



T IME can't move quick 

enough for Alex Lawless as 
he counts down the days and 
plots his chance to avenge defeat 
in the last year’s Blue Square Bet 
Premier play-off final. 

Then, as a York City player, the 
midfielder helped end Luton 
Town’s chances of an instant 
return to the Football League 
with a 2-0 aggregate win in the 
semi-final. However, a 3-1 defeat 
in the final at Wembley against 
Oxford United saw his dream of 
promotion out of the Conference 
flattened. 

He left Bootham Crescent to 
join the Hatters in November and 
he again finds himself 90 minutes 
from a return to the Football 
League with Luton set to take on 
AFC Wimbledon at the City of 
Manchester Stadium on 
Saturday. 

“I can’t wait,” he said. “It’s been 
a long year after losing it last 
season with York. It’s nice to have 
another chance to put it right. 

“Coming here [Luton] and 
seeing the expectations of the 
fans, it makes me want to do it 
even more. That’s no disrespect 


to York, because they’ve been in 
the Football League before, but 
you can see how passionate the 
Luton fans are about getting back 
there. 

“I enjoyed myself at York but 
winning would justify my reasons 
for coming here. 

“The last time I played in the 
League was over six years ago. 
There has been loads of people 
who have said that I’m more than 
capable of playing in the League 
so I’d like to prove those people 
right. 

“If we do win it would have 
been worth the wait.” 

The Welshman, who signed 
professional terms with Premier 
League Fulham in 2003 but didn’t 
play a game before joining League 
Two Torquay United in 2005, 
agrees that Saturday’s final will be 
the biggest match of his career. 

“In my head it is bigger. Seeing 
the expectation and where the 
club was six years ago, I feel like 
I’ve taken a step up,” he said. “My 
mate is a big Man City fan and it’s 
good to chat to him but in my 
head it is not like playing at 
Wembley for the first time. I’ve 


played at Premier League 
grounds in the past like Norwich, 
Birmingham and Stoke, so I won’t 
get too bothered by it. There’s no 
excuses for me, everything is in 
place to play at my peak. 

“I’d like to think that I can 
handle big game situations. 

“When I played at Premier 
League grounds, and even last 
year at Wembley where Oxford 
took between 25,000 and 30,000, 
we [York] took 9,000. 

“It seems that on this occasion, 
my fans will be the dominant ones. 
That will be new to me. Tuesday 
night [the 2-1 semi-final second leg 
win over Wrexham] was great. To 
hear so many people shouting for 
my team was brilliant. 

“I can’t even imagine what it 
will be like [in Manchester]. It’s 
one of many reasons that I 
thought it would be good playing 
for Luton.” 

Asked if he’s allowed the odd 
daydream to enter his head about 
performing heroics at Eastlands 
he said: “Definitely. Anyone who 
said he doesn’t is a liar. I’ve hoped 
that I’d be the one scoring the 
winning goal but we’ll see.”

Kroca believes large crowd will 
make Eastlands feel like home 



ZDENEK Kroca can’t wait to step out at Eastlands in 
front of the biggest number of fans he will have ever 
seen. 

After falling behind to an early Andy Mangan strike 
the central defender scored the equaliser in the play¬ 
off semi-final second leg at home to Wrexham - where 
8,242 Hatters fans went berserk, spurring the side on to 
a 2-1 (5-1 aggregate) win. 

The victory booked Town’s place in the showpiece at 
Manchester City against AFC Wimbledon who 
thrashed Fleetwood 8-1 on aggregate in the other last 
four tie. 

On his experience of playing before the biggest 
Kenilworth Road crowd of the season, the towering 
centre back said: “It was a big game, big crowd and they 
were very loud.

Walker, whose fifth goal of the season 
against Wrexham in the semi-final sec¬ 
ond leg sealed a 5-1 victory, promised 
supporters that there is more to come 
from him. 

“I’ve played well and worked hard but 


the goals haven’t been there. Some of it is 
down to luck and I’ve not been getting it 
in front of goal,” he said. “The fans 
haven’t seen the real me yet. I can score 
all different types of goals. I haven’t been 
the same as I should be but now I’ve 
been getting goals. It’s a shame it’s the 
end of the season but I’ll take that as long 
as we win in Manchester. 

“Wembley was the biggest game of my 
career so far but you look at the fans and 
they belong in the League.

something to celebrate. But on Tuesday 
they were magnificent. We’ll have to dou¬ 
ble that, maybe treble it, at Eastlands. It 
will be even noisier. It is great to play in 
front of - it gives you a buzz. 

“They deserve it as well as us. They’ve 
had two years of this football. We’ve still 
got a hard game ahead of us against 
Wimbledon but we’ll be strong, fit and 
raring to go in the final. 

“I’ve played at Wembley before with 
Peterborough and we won 1-0. It was 
nothing like this is going to be because 
the noise is going to be unbelievable.” 



Cadman is crowned champ 
after Redemption Day fight

DANIEL Cadman beat 
champion Paul Morby 98-95 
on points to claim the 
Southern Area super 
middleweight crown while 
Leon Williams defended his 
cruiserweight version at 
Graham Earl’s doubled 
headlined Redemption Day 
fight night at London's York 
Hall last Saturday. 

In a rematch of January’s all 
out brawl from a previous Earl 
event that ended in a draw, 
Cadman and champion Morby 
went hammer and tongs at 
each other again for ten 
rounds.

You don’t get any extra for 
overtime. It was perfect, a 
perfect finish.” 

The newest signing to his 
Graham Earl Promotions roster 
saw Michael Grant make his 
long-awaited return to the ring 
against Danny Dontchev, with 
the former English title 
challenger putting on an 
impressive performance full of 
devastating punching mixed 
with top class ringcraft to win 
by 40-36 points. 

Of the other Earl fighters on 
the undercard his two 
unbeaten aces - Joe Hillerby 
and Terry Holmes - 
maintained their winning 
streaks and Belfast’s Mark 
Ginley claimed a professional 
debut victory against Dan 
Carr to win by a 40-37 margin.

Reynolds ‘shocked’ at title shot 


AMATEUR BOXING 

PROMISING amateur boxer 
Jordan Reynolds admits that 
even he is shocked to have 
reached the National ABAE 
Junior Championship finals. 

The Stevenage ABA fighter 
from Luton beat Toby Osmond 
[Weymouth ABC] in a 
unanimous points decision in 
the semi-final in Oxford last 
weekend. 

Only England ABA pugilist 
Isaac McLeod - who beat 
Charlie Lee [Kettering SOB] 
21-16 in the last four - stands in 
the way of Reynolds and his 
first fight title. 

The 15-year-old will take on 
the vastly more experienced 
Sunderland former schoolboy 
champion in Rochester, Kent, on 
Saturday in the Class Four 63kg 
category in a three round 
contest. 

He said: “It is mad. I didn’t 
expect to get this far, especially 


as I only had two fights before 
this competition. 

“I was just going in it for the 
experience, so I’m shocked to 
have got through to the final.” 

It will only be Reynolds’ 
seventh ever fight while his 
opponent has racked up more 
than 40 amateur bouts, but the 
novice is undaunted. 

“If you want to be a champion 
you’ve got to beat the best. 

“I’m just going to work hard. I 
know he’s an orthodox fighter, 
quite small but broad. 

“I’m tall so I expect him to 
think that I’ll stay back and that 
he can come up underneath me. 
But I think we’ll go toe-to-toe.” 

Reynolds, who also trains at 
Graham Earl’s House of 
Champions gym in Luton, said 
of his mentor: “Id be nowhere 
near as far as I am if it wasn’t 
for Graham. He’s got me running 
in the morning, training hard 
and working to get everything 
perfect.”

Brabin, who is preparing to 
lead his Hatters side out in 
the Conference play-off final 
on Saturday, believes there is 
as much chance of it 
happening in the fifth tier of 
the English game as it is in 
the top tier north of the 
border. 

“You get it at every level,” 
Brabin told Talksport. “We get 
the same police and stewards 
that they do in the Football 
League but it is sad when 
fans are getting close to the 
players and manager. 

“It is going to happen from 
time to time because I think 
it is impossible to stop. It 
happens at every level.”

Howells is relishing 
the 'game of his life’

JAKE Howells thinks that victory in the Conference 
play-off final could change his life and make up for 
his Wembley heartbreak 

Despite his tender years the versatile Hatter played 
every round of Town’s 2009 Johnstone’s Paint Trophy 
success but was dropped from the squad for the final, 
leaving him devastated at missing the chance to play 
in the most famous football stadium in the world. 

Having played 48 times this season, largely in mid- 
field, Howells (left) is hopeful that his name will be on 
the team sheet for Saturday’s clash with AFC 
Wimbledon in the Blue Square Bet Premier play-off 
final. 

“If I start it will be the biggest game of my life,” he 
said. “I’m taking it really seriously, living properly 
outside of football and concentrating on this game - 
it could change my life. I want to be back playing in 
the Football League. I’m desperate to get back.” 

But experience has taught him his place in the start¬ 
ing line-up is anything but guaranteed. 

Recalling the build-up to the league trophy three 
years ago, he said: “Mick Harford was the manager 
then and he said, ‘Jake, I’ve left you out but I know one 
day you’ll play at Wembley or a big stadium again’. 

“I was really upset because I got told the night 
before the game. I’d played in every round before that 
but now, I’m just working hard in training to try to get 
in the team on Saturday and go out there and win. 

“It made me a lot stronger and I realised that I’ve got 
a long career ahead of me.” 


While a shot at promotion back to the Football 
League is on the table, Howells - like four of his 
Hatters team-mates - is set to miss out on a chance 
for international honours. 

He has been an ever present in the England C side this 
season, scoring a goal for the Three Lions and helping 
them into the International Challenge Trophy final. 

Unfortunately the showpiece is being played at 
Northampton Town’s Sixfields stadium two days 
before Town’s date at the City of Manchester Stadium, 
meaning Howells, Matthew Barnes-Homer, Robbie 
Willmott, Amari Morgan-Smith and Danny Crow will 
also miss out. 

“That’s football for you,” he said. “I’ve played in 
every game of that competition and scored a goal for 
England but I can’t do both. I’ve got to give up one of 
them and sadly it’s the England game. 

“I would have loved to have played but the play-off 
game is more important. 

“I hope the [England] lads do well and they do win 
it. I wish them the best of luck. 

“I probably will go and cheer them on. I know them 
quite well and I’ve played with them five times so 
hopefully they will win. 

“I will argue my case for a medal [if they win] 
because I’ve played in every game. 

“It is unbelievable, wearing the England shirt. I had 
a lot of respect for Paul Fairclough for picking me. 

“If we don’t win [the Conference final] then maybe I 
can play for England again, but this is a massive 
game. 

“I want to be back in the Football League in the long 
run and I’d say this is much more important.”
